It appears that the Majestic Range Co 
has been the chief sufferer from the gas 
company's action, and this corporation is 
made one of the chief complainants in 
the application for a restraining order. 

The Laclede Gas Co. was recently sold 
to fhe North American Co. of Philadelphia, 
which is capitalized at $60,000,000. 

The petition charges that the Laclede 
Gaslight Co. served notice on all St. 
Louls manufacturers to the effect that their 
ranges would have to be sold at a certain 
price or the gas company would refuse 
to make connections free of charge. 

The Majestic Company was selling its 
products higher than other companies, so it 
is claimed, and could not afford to make 
any reduction. They are being materially 
handicapped by the arbitrary rule of the 
gas company..

ENFORCE STREET RAILWAY REGULATIONS, 


Three visitors to St. Louis were injured by street cars 


Wednesday, in two of the cases the injuries being probably 


fatal. 
follow upon a series of accidents. 


These three accidents, in which strangers were victims, 


Since Jan. 1 of this year there have been 62 fatalities from 


street car accidents. August holds the highest monthly record, 
with 11. The opening of September finds two dead and several 
seriously, if not fatally injured. 

Why are not the street railway regulations enforced? 

In one of Wednesday's accidents a man was struck by a 

car rapidly passing the car from which he had stepped, going 
in the opposite direction. 
‘The new street railway law provides that e@ car passing 
another discharging passengers, shall not move at a speed ex- 
ceeding three miles an hour. If this ordinance had been obeyed 
by the motorman of the passing oar, this accident would not 
have happened. 

The new street car regulation ordinances were passed last 
April, yet there has been no apparent efforts to enforce them 
and no prosecutions under these ordinances have been ini- 
tiated. Evidently the machinery for the enforcement of the 
law is faulty. It is left to the police or to the initiative of 
citizens, who suffer from the violations of the ordinances. 
Arrests, therefore, occur only when an accident happens, where- 
as the regulations should be enforced and accidents pre- 
vented. 

There is evidently need of a municipal officer charged with 
the special duty of enforcing the street raflway regulations 
whenever these regulations are violated. 

The Council passed a bill creating a street railway super- 
visor, charged with part, at least, of these duties, but in the 
juggling of the street railway regulating bill in the House of 
Delegates, the supervisor bill was lost. The House of Delo- 
gates created a committee to investigate the street railway 
conditions and some work was done along that line, but the 
report of that committee will be of little value unless its con- 
clusions are put into effect. 

The enforcement of the law by the police and citizens, who 
will not go to the trouble or expense of prosecuting, is evi- 
It should be specially provided for. 

The need of the strict enforcement of the street railway reg- 
ulations is greatly increased by the approach of the World’s 
Fair, when thousands of strangers will be on the streets of 
the city. Many of these visitors to St. Louis are not ac- 
customed to street cars, or at least to surface rapid transit, 
and on the downtown streets where the cars cross and re- 
cross the danger to such visitors is very great. The danger to 
citizens has been fully demonstrated by the appalling record 
of accidents and fatalities. 

The city could well afford to spend a considerable amount 
of money to bring the street railway service within regula- 
tions that will make the streets reasonably safe for vehicles 
and pedestrians. it could well afford to create an office with 
sufficient force to thoroughly supervise the street railway 
service, enforce the regulations and initiate prosecutions when- 
ever the ordinances have been violated. 

Human lives and limbs are too cheap in St. Louis. The 
citizans are entitled to the benefit of reasonable protection 
preseribed by law. Visitors to St. Louis are entitled to pro- 
tection from reckless and illegal street car driving. 

The city’s reputation should be protected from a record of 
accidents. The killing and injuring of visitors to 8t. Louis 
by street cars during the World’s Fair period will bring upon 
the aity the reproach of the entire country.

WEAKNESS IN TRUSTS. 


From the World's Work. 

The decline of trust stocks in the mar 
ket has again raised in many men's minds 
the question whether, after ali, the great 
aggregations of industry have come to stay. 
Of course, thd organization of more of 
them is checked for a time; but there are 
reasons to believe that the methods of or- 
ganization which have prevailed for several 
years will never be popular or possible 
again. 

Properties that were of little value heve, 
as everybody knows, been put into some 
combinations at high values. In some cases 
properties (mills for example) have teen 
absorbed at the value of the damage 
that they were supposed to do ag competi- 
tors to the abgorbing properties—in other 
words, at what the trust organizers could 
afford to give or were forced to give, to 
close them. Thus some trusts have capi- 
talized a negative thing—a loss. 

In the juggling with thought that under- 
lies much of the promoter’s vocabulary, 
the capitalization of such a loss has often 
been called an ‘“‘economy.” Thus—two fac- 
tortes are in competition. Neither makes 
money. Each is held at $1,000,000. They are 
combined. Their corffhined value is called 
$2,000,000. But if one of them is shut, the 
real value of the two is only $1,000,000. Yet 


djthey are capitalized at $2,000.000 and must 


pay dividends on $2,000.00. Something like 
this has been done time and again. 

Time and again, too, the underwriting 
syndicates have taken what seems to the 
public an exorbitant price for their ser- 
vices; and to pay this price the stock was 
watered.

SEVEN WAYS OF. PRESERVING 
THE GRAPE. 


No fruit comes at a better season for 
preserving than the grape. It does not 
ripen until most of the other summer fruit 
is gone. To be sure, the unripe grape 
must be plucked during the late summer, 
but these are used for one or two recipes 


only. 


Green Grape Jelly.—For this delicious 
sweet the ordinary wild or fox grapes are 
the best. They will usually be found grow- 
ing by the roadside. If plucked before they 
begin to color they will make an exquisite 
green jelly of quite a different flavor from 
that which is obtained from using them 
when partly. ripe, in which state they are 
a light pink and produce a jelly of that col- 
or. In eithér case the process is about the 
same. 

Strip the grapes from the stems and place 
them in a large earthen jar. Stand this 
in a larger vessel containing water. Place 
over the fire, and as the grapes begin to 
soften stir them from time to time with 
a wooden spoon. Do not hasten this part 
of the work, but let them stand and steam 
until thoroughly crushed, a process which 
will often require several hours. When 
well broken, place the grapes in a flannel 
jelly bag and let drip without squeezing 
until all the juice is well extracted. Meas- 
ure, and for every pint allow 1% pounds 
of good granulated sugar. Put the juice 
In a preserving kettle and put the sugar 
on platters. Stand the sugar in the oven 
to heat and place the juice over the fire. 
Let boil for 20 minutes and skim carefully 
from time to time. Then turn tin the hot 
sugar and let boil up once. Remove from 
the fire immediately and turn into jelly 
giasses while hot. Let stand uncovered un- 
til firm, then cover the top of the jelly 
with melted paraffine or paper dipped in 
alcohol. Cover the glasses and store in a 
clean place. 


Ripe Grape Jelly.—For this purpose wild

Grape jam—This delicious jam can be 
made from efther the cultivated or the 
wild grape in its ripe state. Separate the 
pulp from the skins and place them in 
separate basins. Put the pulps in a pre- 
serving kettle and bring to the boiling 
poimt. Then press them through a colander, 
add the skins and measure. To every 
pint allow % pound of sugar. . Put all to- 
gether in the preserving kettle, boll rapid- 
ly for 20 minutes, stirring now and then, 
and your into tumblers or jars while hot. 
Stand aside until cold, then seal, or cover 
as directed for jelly. ¥ 


Unfermented grape. juice—Choose ripe 
concord grapes, antl remove the stems and 
any f&nporfect fruit that may be found. 
Then place in a wooden bowl, and mash 
well with a potatoe Put a small 
quantity at a time in a jelly bag, and press 
out all the juice, or pase through a fruit 
press. Then strain the liquid through flan- 
nel. Pour the liquid into bottles until they 
are brimming full. Then cork tightly, and 
vtand in an upright position in a: wash 
boiler, the bottom of which has been cov- 
ered with slats. Wrap each bottle in a 
cloth. Pour tin cold water to within an inch 
of the corks, and stand the boiler over the 
fire. Let heat s , and note the time 
at which the water Begins to boil. Let boil 
for 2 minutes, remove from the fire and 
allow the liquid to become cold in the 
water. Store in a cool place, laying th 
bottles on their sides. .

Spiced grapes—Pour over 5 pourids of su- 
gar as little vinegar as will dissolve it, 
adding 6 cloves and a stick of cinnamon. 
Bot] to a thick syrup. Take 7 pounds of 
grapes, picked from the stems, pour the 
hot syrup over them af™ let them stand 
over night. Drain off the syrup, put in a 
preserving kettle, let come to a boil, and 
again pour over the fruit. Repeat this pro- 
ceas three times, then pour into jars and 
let stand until cold. Seal and keep in a 
cool place. 


Jellied grapes—A very delicate dessert is 
made of 1-8 of a cup of rice, 2 cups of 
grapes, % a cup of water and 2 tablespoons 
of sugar. Place the grapes in a deep dish, 
sprinkle with the rice and sugar, pour on 
the water, cover close and simmer slowly 
two hours in the oven. Serve warm as a 
sauce or cold as a pudding. If served 
warm as a pudding, slightly increase the 
proportion of rice and sugar. 


Grape sherbet—Allow % cup of grape 
jelly to the same amount of sugar and 
water. Strain into a quart of rich milk, 
which has heen chilled in the freezer, and 


grapes are, perhaps, the best of ali, but 
the catawbas yield a jelly of pecullarly
